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Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1914. 

As  you  are  aware  the  Huntingdon  Rural  District  Council 
comprises  twenty-six  Parishes  of  a purely  agricultural  character, 
and  is  situated  on  a clay  sub-soil,  except  where  there  is  an 
extension  of  river  gravel  in  the  valleys  in  the  streams  that  feed 

the  rivers.  ^ 

Census. 

It  has  a population  of  6938  as  taken  at  the  Census  of  1911. 
Although  the  population  is  much  lessened  by  those  who  have 
enlisted  for  their  Country’s  Service  during  the  war,  it  may  yet 
be  reckoned  the  same, as  any  deaths  occurring  will  be  referred  to 
their  respective  homes  by  an  Order  issued  from  the  General 
Register  Office,  Somerset  House. 

The  Census  then  for  the  calculation  of  the  following  Tables 
will  be  taken  as  that  of  1911. 

Birth-Rate. 

Table  I col.  3,  page  13  shows  a total  of  139  births  registered 
in  the  district.  Added  to  this  number  are  two  which  are 
consigned  by  the  Register  General  making  a total  of  141  births 
70  males  and  71  females,  giving  a birth-rate  of  2032  per  1000 
of  the  population.  The  Notification  of  Births  Act  is  not  in 
force  in  the  district.  The  mere  fact  of  having  it  in  force,  with 
no  machinery  to  work  it,  would  be  practically  useless. 

Death-Rate. 

Seventy-eight  deaths  were  registered  in  the  district,  making 
a death-rate  of  1124  per  1000.  This  number  has  to  be  corrected 
as  there  were  thirteen  deaths  of  persons  belonging  to  the 
district  but  dying  elsewhere,  and  one  death  occuring  in  the 
district  but  belonging  to  another,  thus  making  twelve  to  be 
added  to  the  number  registered,  making  a corrected  death-rate 
of  12'97  per  1000.  The  Institutions  in  which  these  thirteen 
deaths  occurred  are  the  County  Hospital,  the  Huntingdon 
Workhouse  and  the  Three  Counties  Asylum.  The  increase  of 
births  over  deaths  is  fifty-one,  showing  a natural  increase  of 
*76  per  cent,  of  the  total  population. 
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Infant  Mortality. 

Table  IV,  page  17  gives  the  particulars  of  children  dying 
under  one  year  of  age.  The  number  is  five,  and  four  of  these 
died  under  four  weeks  of  age.  These  five  deaths  make  an 
infantile  death-rate  of  35'46  per  1000  births,  or  5'5  per  cent  of 
the  total  number  of  deaths. 


Zymotic  Death-Rate. 

There  were  no  deaths  registered  from  any  of  the  seven 
principal  zymotic  diseases,  therefore  the  zymotic  death-rate  is 
nil,  this  too  for  the  second  year  in  succession.  This  may  be 
considered  very  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  health  of  the 
district.  The  work  of  a Sanitary  Authority  is  made  up  of 
many  duties,  of  which  preventing  the  spread  of  zymotic  disease 
is  certainly  not  the  least  important. 


Prevalence  of  Disease. 

Table  II,  page  14  gives  the  number  of  cases  notified  of 
infectious  diseases  including  tuberculosis.  Eight  out  of  the 
fourteen  notified  were  due  to  tuberculosis  in  some  form  or  other. 
The  following  table  shows  the  matter  clearly  : —

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Taking  Table  III,  page  in  detail  will  give  a general  idea 
of  the  health  of  the  district. 


Enteric  Fever. 

For  the  seventh  year  in  succession  no  case  of  this  disease 
has  been  notified.  I have  no  information  of  the  health  of  the 
troops  quartered  in  the  parishes  adjacent  to  the  district,  but  the 
greatest  vigilence  should  be  exercised  as  to  the  possibility  of 
any  infectious  disease  being  introduced  from  such  a source. 
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Small  Pox. 

No  cases.  I am  sorry  to  record  the  fact  that  “ Exemption 
Certificates  ” are  increasing  in  number.  If  a case  of  small  pox 
should  arise,  probably  so  modified  as  not  to  be  readily 
recognized  as  such,  there  is  everything  in  readiness  for  a serious 
outbreak. 

Chicken  Pox. 

There  was  quite  an  epidemic  of  this  disease,  particularly  in 
the  parish  of  Little  Stukeley,  necessitating'  the  closing  of  the 
School.  Although  a disease  of  no  severity,  and  generally  only 
receiving  domestic  treatment,  it  is  not  one  to  be  neglected  in 
consequence  of  its  resemblance  to  small  pox  at  its  commence- 
ment. 

Measles. 

This  disease  is  not  notifiable  in  the  district,  and  there  does 
not,  judging  from  the  returns  received  from  the  School 
Authorities,  appear  to  have  been  any  outbreak. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  only  two  cases  of  this  disease  notified  during 
the  year,  and  one  of  which  was  of  a very  doubtful  character. 
One  case  occurred  at  Upwood,  but  there  was  no  spread  of  the 
disease,  the  other  at  Brampton.  In  neither  case  was  I able  to 
trace  the  source  of  infection.  From  returns  received  weekly 
from  the  Local  Government  Board,  scarlet  fever  appeared  to 
have  occurred  in  the  neighbouring  districts  with  some  frequency, 
and  it  says  much  for  the  care  taken  in  those  cases  that  it  did 
not  spread  into  the  district  under  your  authority. 

Whooping  Cough. 

A very  extensive  outbreak  of  this  disease  occurred  at 
Sawtry,  necessitating  the  closing  of  the  Schools  from  July  till 
after  the  summer  holidays.  There  were  no  fatal  cases. 

Diphtheria  and  Croup. 

There  were  no  cases  notified  under  this  heading. 

Influenza. 

This  complaint  has  been  very  prevalent,  fortunately  with- 
out any  fatal  case.  People  having  learned  from  previous 
outbreaks  that  the  severity  of  the  disease  is  much  lessened  by 
taking  common  sense  care  of  themselves.

Erysipelas. 

Only  one  case  was  notified  under  this  heading  and  requires 
no  comment. 

Phthisis. 

Four  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified,  three 
of  which  were  fatal. 

Other  Forms  of  Tuberculosis. 

Four  cases  were  notified  under  this  heading,  all  of  which 
had  a fatal  termination.  Tuberculosis  is  practically  taken  out 
of  the  care  of  your  Council.  All  cases  being  under  the  care  of 
the  Chief  Tuberculosis  Officer — in  this  case  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.  There  is  no  Isolation  Hospital  and 
no  provision  made  for  incurable  cases  so  that  they  still  remain, 
on  their  return  from  the  Sanatorium,  as  possible  sources  of 
infection.  There  are  eight  beds  contracted  for  at  the  Ipswich 
Sanatorium  for  suitable  cases,  and  others  are  placed  at  the  Holt 
Sanatorium,  or  elsewhere. 

Cancer. 

Nine  deaths  registered  under  this  heading,  were  distributed

Heart  Disease. 

Ten  deaths  were  registered  under  this  heading,  nine  of 
which  occured  in  persons  of  over  65  years  of  age. 

Respiratory  Diseases. 

Five  deaths  from  pneumonia  and  two  from  bronchitis 
complete  the  number  under  this  heading. 

Diarrhoea. 

There  were  no  deaths  registered  under  this  heading.  This 
is  very  satisfactory  as  it  is  an  important  factor  in  estimating 
the  health  of  a district. 

Poliomyelitis. 

There  was  one  case  notified  at  Wennington  which  recovered. 
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Means  of  Prevention  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

There  was  not  much  to  record  under  this  heading.  There 
were  only  two  cases  of  scarlet  fever  notified,  one  of  which  as  I 
have  previously  said,  was  very  doubtful. 

All  cases  notified  under  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Notifi- 
cation) Act  are  visited  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  or  myself, 
general  directions  given  and  disinfectants  supplied.  Antitoxin 
is  supplied  free  in  necessitous  cases. 

Disinfection. 

Nine  houses  were  disinfected  after  infectious  illness 
Fumigation  with  Antiseptiform  was  the  means  adopted. 

Schools. 

All  the  schools  were  visited  as  to  their  sanitary  condition 
and  any  defects  found  were  reported  to  the  Education 
Authorities.  The  health  of  the  scholars  is  under  the  charge  of 
the  School  Medical  Officer. 

Water  Supply. 

The  list  on  page  11  compiled  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances, 
shows  how  each  parish  is  supplied  with  water.  During  the  late 
summer  months  there  was  a shortage  in  the  parishes  of 
Alconbury,  Alconbury  VYeston,  Sawtry  St.  Judith,  Little 
Raveley,  Upton  and  Wennington.  It  was  instructive  to  note 
that  parishes  in  which  water  is  easily  obtainable  failed  sooner 
than  those  in  which  storage  of  some  kind  had  to  be  relied  upon. 
In  all  cases  with  a suitable  roof  and  in  which  ample  storage  is 
provided  there  should  be  no  lack  of  water  for  household  purposes. 

Plans  of  new  houses  are  not  passed  unless  they  show  ample 
provision  for  storage  of  rain  water.  The  amount  required 
varies  under  different  conditions,  more  being  required  where 
there  is  no  public  supply  available,  than  those  in  which  the 
public  supply  is  within  easy  access  and  reasonable  distance. 

Sewerage  and  Sewer  Disposal. 

No  further  scheme  has  been  undertaken  during  the  year, 
and  the  old  sewers  are  working  satisfactory. 

All  sewers  and  drains  eventually  empty  into  some  stream, 
but  natural  purification  and  occasional  floods  mitigate  the  danger 
of  such  a procedure. 
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Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act. 

The  number  of  dwelling  houses  inspected  under  this  Act 
is  twenty-seven.  On  twenty-five  of  these  inspections  I 
accompanied  the  Designated  Officer.  Defects  were  found  in 
the  whole  of  them,  twenty  of  which  were  remedied  without 
recourse  to  closing  orders.  The  number  of  representations 
made  to  the  Local  Authority  with  a view  to  closing  orders 
numbered  eleven.  Closing  orders  were  made  in  two.  The 
number  closed  during  the  year  was  six. 

General  Sanitation. 

Earth  closets,  in  some  form  or  other,  form  the  greater  part 
of  the  necessary  accommodation. 

Water  closets,  with  very  few  exceptions  are  only  in  the 
larger  houses  and  receive  separate  treatment. 

Public  Scavenging  is  only  provided  at  Brampton,  and  I 
would  recommend  its  adoption  at  Hartford.  That  parish  is 
situated  on  a gravel  sub-soil  and  in  consequence  of  its  proximity 
to  the  river  has  a high  sub-soil  water,  which  of  itself  makes 
the  early  removal  of  all  refuse  most  advisable. 

Bakehouses,  Slaughter  Houses  and  Dairies. 

Bakehouses.  There  are  seventeen  on  the  register  all  of 
which  on  a chance  inspection,  were  found  in  a satisfactory 
condition. 

There  are  no  underground  bakehouses. 

Slaughter  Houses  are  all  private  and  are  kept  in  a clean 
condition.  There  is  one  licensed  slaughter-house  at  Little 
Stukeley  well  removed  from  any  dwelling  house,  and  on  the 
three  occasions  in  which  it  was  visited  was  found  in  a very 
fair  condition. 

Cowsheds  and  Dairies.  Cows  are  kept  in  the  open 
nearly  all  the  year  round.  There  are  forty  milksellers 
registered  and  their  dairies  and  cowsheds  were  found  on  a 
chance  visit  to  he  in  a fairly  satisfactory  condition.  Milk  in 
some  parishes  is  not  so  easily  obtainable  as  it  should  be.  If  it 
were  not  for  the  kindness  of  the  farmers  the  difficulty  would  be 
greatly  increased. 
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Much  work  has  been  undertaken  with  respect  to  the 
Housing  of  the  working  class.  I made  with  the  Designated 
Officer  an  inspection  of  the  whole  of  the  district  and  presented 
a special  report  to  your  Council  in  April.  This  was  very  soon 
followed  by  a visit  of  an  Inspector  of  the  Local  Government 
Board. 

A Committee  was  formed  from  your  Council  who 
thoroughly  inspected  the  whole  district  and  made  a report 
thereon.  It  was  agreed  that  some  action  was  necessary  and 
the  above  Committee  recommended  certain  steps  to  be  taken. 
Various  difficulties  presented  themselves  and  the  matter 
remained  in  abeyance.  I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that 
the  same  Committee  are  taking  further  steps  in  the  matter  and 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  when  times  become  again  more  settled 
everything  will  be  ready  for  starting  the  necessary  work.  It 
can  easily  be  imagined  that  the  condition  of  the  houses  is 
becoming  worse  and  the  want  of  houses  more  acute  so  the 
longer  the  work  is  deferred  the  greater  will  be  the  expense. 

Three  new  houses. — two  cottages  and  one  private  dwelling 
house,  have  been  built  during  the  year  all  by  private  enterprise. 

Action  is  now  taken  under  Sec.  XVII  of  the  Act  and  not 
as  in  former  years  under  Sec.  XV.  The  owners  of  empty 
houses  in  a bad  state  of  repair  are  served  with  a closing  order, 
and  if  nothing  is  soon  done  the  youths  of  the  village  soon  put 
the  matter  beyond  all  doubt. 

I have  made  with  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  a house  to 
house  inspection  of  the  whole  district.  The  appended  report 
by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  page  12  shows  what  work  has 
been  done. 

I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  him  for  his  invaluable 
assistance  and  following  up  the  necessary  work  to  a 
completion.

Notes. — This  Table  is  arranged  to  show  the  gross  births  and  deaths  in  the  district,  and 
the  births  and  deaths  properly  belonging  to  it  with  the  corresponding  rates.  For  years  be- 
fore 1911  some  of  the  corrections  as  to  transferable  deaths  probably  will  not  be  available. 
The  rates  should  be  calculated  per  1000  of  the  estimated  gross  population  as  stated  in 
Column  2,  without  the  use  of  the  standardising  factor  for  the  district  given  in  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Registrar-General.  In  a district  in  which  large  Public  Institutions  tor  the 
sick  or  infirm  seriously  affect  the  statistics,  the  rates  in  Columns  5 and  13  may  be  calculated 
on  a nett  population,  obtained  by  deducting  from  the  estimated  gross  population  the  aver- 
age number  of  inmates  not  belonging  to  the  district  in  such  institutions. 

#In  Column  6 are  to  be  included  the  whole  of  the  deaths  registered  during  the  year  as 
having  actually  occurred  within  the  district.

tThe  Medical  Officer  of  Health  will  be  able  from  the  returns  made  to  him  by  the  local 
Registrar  of  Deaths,  as  well  as  from  the  quarterly  lists  furnished  by  the  Registrar-General, 
to  fill  in  Column  8 in  accordance  with  the  rule  in  the  next  paragraph  below.  The  Registrar- 
General,  either  directly  or  through  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  will  supply  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  with  the  particulars  of  deaths  to  be  entered  in  Column  9;  and  all 
such  deaths  must  be  included  in  this  Column,  unless  an  error  is  detected,  and  its  correction 
has  been  accepted  by  the  Registrar-General.  For  Column  4 the  Registrar-General  will 
furnish  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  a Statement  of  the  number  of  births  needing  to 
be  added  to  or  subtracted  from  the  total  supplied  by  the  local  Registrar. 

7“  Transferable  Deaths  ” are  deaths  of  persons  who,  having  a fixed  or  usual  residence 
in  England  or  AYales,  die  in  a district  other  than  that  in  which  they  resided.  The  deaths 
of  persons  without  fixed  or  usual  residence,  e </.,  casuals,  must  not  be  included  in  Columns 
8 or  9,  except  in  certain  instances  under  3 (b)  below.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  will 
state  in  Column  8 the  number  of  transferable  deaths  of  “non-residents”  which  are  to  be 
deducted,  and  will  state  in  Column  9 the  number  of  deaths  of  “residents  ” registered  out- 
side the  district  which  are  to  be  added  in  calculating  the  nett  death-rate  of  his  district. 

The  following  special  cases  arise  as  to  Transferable  Deaths  : — 

(1)  Persons  dying  in  Institutions  for  the  sick  or  infirm,  such  as  hospitals,  lunatic 
asylums,  workhouses,  and  nursing  homes  (but  not  almshouses)  must  be  regarded  as 
residents  of  the  district  in  which  they  had  a fixed  or  usual  residence  at  the  time  of 
admission.  If  the  person  dying  in  an  Institution  had  no  fixed  residence  at  the  time  of 
admission,  the  death  is  not  transferable.  If  the  patient  has  been  directly  transferred 
from  one  such  institution  to  another,  the  death  is  transferable  to  the  district  of 
residence  at  the  time  of  admission  to  the  first  Institution. 

(2)  The  deaths  of  infants  born  and  dying  within  a year  of  birth  in  an  Institution 
to  which  the  mother  was  admitted  for  her  confinement  should  be  referred  to  the  dis- 
tinct of  fixed  or  usual  residence  of  the  parent. 

(3)  Deaths  from  Violence  are  to  be  referred  (a)  to  the  district  of  residence,  under 

the  general  rule  ; ft)  if  this  district  is  unknown,  or  the  deceased  had  no  fixed  abode,  to 
the  district  where  the  accident  occurred,  if  known  ; (cl  failing  this,  to  the  district 
where  death  occurred,  if  known  ; and  (d)  failing  this,  to  the  district  where  the  body 
was  found.

Note. — The  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901  (s.  132),  requires  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  in  his  Annual  Report  to  the  District  Council  to  report 
specifically  on  the  administration  of  that  Act  in  workshops  and  workplaces, 
and  to  send  a copy  of  his  Annual  Report,  or  so  much  of  it  as  deals  with  this 
subject,  to  the  Secretary  of  State  (Home  Office.)  If  the  Annual  Report  is 
presented  otherwise  than  in  print,  it  is  unnecessary  to  include  in  the  copy 
sent  to  the  Home  Office  the  portions  which  do  not  relate  to  factories,  work- 
shops, workplaces  or  homework.  The  duties  of  the  Local  Authorities  and 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  the  Act  of  1901  are  detailed  in  t he  Home 
Office  Memorandum  of  March,  1912.
